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APPENDIX 


Terms and conditions governing the issuance of import licences financed under 
International Development Association Credit No. 321-IN (Seventh Industrial 
Imports Project). 

I. The Import licence is issued with an initial validity period upto 30th 
September, 1073. 

II. The goods Imported must l'all under the approved list of goods as per 
Annexure 1. 

III. The goods must be purchased from member countries of the World Bank 
or Switzerland (a list of member countries is attached at Annexure II) but exclud¬ 
ing South Africa and South West Africa. Shipments must be arranged in vessels 
registered in countries, who are members of World Bank or in Indian Flag "Vessels 
(with ocean freight payable in Rupees in India on India Flag Shipments). It is 
most essential that the goods must be produced in a member country, and not 
merely transhipped through a member country. 

IV. Ordering: — 

(a) Firm orders must be placed on the suppliers within four months from 

the date of issue of the import licence. If orders cannot be placed 
within four months for valid reasons, the licence should be submitted 
to the licensing authorities during the 5th month giving the reasons 
for the delay in placing orders and indicating the date by which orders 
would be placed and extension in the period for ordering Is neces¬ 
sary. Such requests will be considered on merits by the C.C.I. & E., 
in consultation with the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) where necessary. 

(b) A statement of orders in the form attached, vide Annexure III, should 

be sent on the first of each month to the Department of Economic 
Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan 
Deep Building, No. 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (Attention Shri 
T. M. Narasimhan, Senior Accounts Officer), Dy, Economic Adviser, 
Ministry of Industrial Development (Attention Shri R. S. Nakra) 
and to the concerned Industrial Adviser, In the Directorate General 
of Technical Development, New Delhi. Such reports should Include 
particulars of all eligible licences and Imports. 

Important Note. —It is necessary that ordering is completed within 4 months 
•or the extended period allowed by the licensing authority in any case. The 
authorised dealers in foreign exchange will not permit establishment of letters 
of credits, or remittance for payment to foreign suppliers unless this require¬ 
ment Is complied with. 

V. Payment against I/L by remittance through Bunks. — (1) Payment of the 
cost of goods acquired should be made, according to procedure described in sub- 
para ( 8 ) below. Contracts concluded with foreign suppliers, should specify the 
mode of payment and also the documents required vide para VI below. 


( 2 ) Payment for the cost of goods and services acquired shall be made in the 
currency of the country from which such goods and services are acquired, that 
is. In the currency of country of origin &f goods and services. To cite an example. 
If the goods are produced or originated In country A, but are shipped from a 
different country B or the supplier i 3 located in country B or another country C, 
the payment has to he made in the currency of country A and bot repeat not 
that of country B or country C, 

3. Payment of ocean freight charges on Indian flag vessels shipments should 
he made In Rupees in India. 


(4) Payment of Indian Agent’s commission should h 
to the agents In India. Such payments will, however, 
valu« and will, therefore, be charged to th e licence.

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(5) Expenditure incurred in Indian Currency for goods procured in (including 
services supplied from) India and also from countries who are not members of 
World Bank (vide Annexure II) is not reimbursable under the I.D.A. Credit 
arrangement. Ocean freight charges on vessels belonging to non-member countries 
of World Bank is also ineligible for financing under I.D.A. Credit arrangement. 
Hence importers should ensure that shipment is arranged only in vessels belong¬ 
ing to member countries of the World Bank. Foreign exchange dealers should 
also ensure that payment in foreign exchange is not made towards ocean freight 
for shipment made in vesse's of non-member countries of World Bank. 

(t>) Detailed procedure for payment -—Payments against the import licence, may 
be made by the Importers through authorised dealers In foreign exchange in India 
by remittance in the normul manner. The importers shall indicate in their con¬ 
tracts with suppliers that ceitain documents required by the I.D.A. hare to be 
submitted by the suppliers to the importer;,. These documents are described In 
para (VI) below and in Annexure V and should be sent alongwith a proforma as 
indicated in Annexure IV. Two sets of documents are required, one for payment 
purposes and the other for purpose 01 ootuining reimbursement from I.D.A. The 
authorised dealers in foreign exchange, while opening letter of credit against such 
import licence would aho call for tac locumouts from the supplier. When bills 
drawn under the letters of credit are pa d by the drawee and the amount remitted 
to the principal suppliers abroad, these documents would be separated and pinned 
together and forwarded by the dealers in foreign exchange direct to the Ministry 
of Finance, DEA, Economic Ai 1 Accounts Branch, Jeevan Deep Building, No. 10, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi. (Attention. Shri T. M, Narasimhan, Senior Accounts 
Officer), with the particulars of relative mport licence duly noted on each of these 
documents. In the cases where bills are received by the authorised dealers in 
foreign exchange on collection basis to cover imports, the proceeds of the bill 
would not be remitted unless the drawers (importers) furnish to the authorised 
dealer in foreign exchange these documents for forwarding to the Ministry of 
Finance. While opening the letters of Credits through the Indian Banks, these 
conditions should be stipulated in the letters of Credits by the Bank 

(7) All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of licence, 
i.e, by 31st October, 1973 (shipments by .;0th September, 1973, including one month 
grace period). Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods, 
except in rase of credit facilities, which will be permitted subject to the following 
conditions:— 

(a) The Credit facility should not extend beyond 90 days from date of 

shipments; 

(b) No interest charges are payable by the importers for the credit extended, 

directly or indirectly; and 

(c) All payments are completed by the terminal date specified above. 


VI. Documentation .—After payments, the importers must arrange to furnish 
Immediately the various prescribed documents (Annexure V in complete shape) 
to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts 
Branch, New Delhi to enable them to claim reimbursement from I.D A. As pay- 
ments will usually be made through the importer’s Bank in India, arrangement 
should be made by the importers with their Bankers to send the documents direct 
to the Ministry of Finance within a week after each foreign exchange remittance 
the Proforma indicated in Annexure IV. This will expedite the utilisation 
to the I.D.A. Credit by the Government of India. This arrangement will however 
not absolve the importers from the responsibility of submission of proper docu¬ 
ments and the Importers should obtain confirmation from their bankers that they 
have submitted the documents to the Ministry of Finance towards foreign exchange 
remittances made by them and indicate that fact in the monthly report of order¬ 
ing and paymtnts (vide Annexure HI). The Ministry of Finance'will approach the 
importers for relevant documents if and when necessary. 

Note.- It should be noted very carefully that the documents for re-imburse- 
ments are to be forwarded by the Indian Banks immetlately after payments and 
Thr. e T n°a rir ™™ stElnceE > should any delay occur in transmitting these documents.

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VII. Maintenance of Bodks and Records. —The importers shall maintain books 
and records adequate to identify the goods acquired out of the proceeds of the 
credit to disclose the use thereof In the project and to record the progress of the 
project. Such records and books shall be maintained for a period of five years 
after the date of acquisition of the goods. Importer shall enable the authorised 
representatives of I.D.A to inspect the relevant records and documents related 
to the Project, the goods acquired out of the proceeds of the credit and shall ailord 
all reasonable opportunity and assistance to them for such examination where 
they propose to carry out such inspections. 

VIII. End-Use of Goods. —All goods imported against the licence will be used 
exclusively for the purpose of production for the domestic civilian market and for 
export. 

IX. Quarterly Reports on Estimated Payment _I.D.A, requires quarterly reports 

indicating the rate at which withdrawals are expected to be made throughout the 
disbursement period of the credit. A statement in form in Annexure VI should, 
therefore, be sent by Importers at the end of each quarter i.e. quarter ending 
December 1972, March 1973, June. 1973 and September 1973 by the 10th of the 
month following the reporting period. In this report all import licences i.e. licences 
having balances outstanding on 8th June, 1972 and fresh licences issued on or 
after 8th June, 1972 issued under I.D.A Credit should be included. 

X. Notifying supplier, —The importer should apprise the supplier of any special 
provision in the import licences which ail'ect the suppliers in carrying out the 
transactions. 

XI. Disputes.— It should be understood that Government of India will not under¬ 
take any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the Importers 
and suppliers. 

XII Future Instructions _The importers shall promptly comply with any 

directions, instructions, or orders issued by the Government regarding any and all 
matters arising from or pertaining to the import licences and for meeting all obliga¬ 
tions under the agreement. 

XIII Breach or Violation. —Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth 
in the above clauses will result in appropriate action under the Imports & Exports 
(Control Act).
